I would like to urge our 
senior citizens to get be- 
hind the young people of 
this community. and vote 
for the school levy. on Oct.

I am also a senior citizen 
and although I haven't es- 
tablished my residence 
here from another state 
enabling me to vote, I feel 
I'm not out of line urging 
others to do so since I do 
own a home here and I do 
pay my share of taxes like 
everyone else. 

Like other folks I've read 
and listened to the many 
reasons used urging people 
to vote against the school 
levy, these . complaints 
have ranged from the un- 
imformed to the ridiculous.

If You Get Lost

Let’s suppose for: a 
minute that it’s a relatively 
warm, sunny day in 
November. You're going 
hunting. You dress lightly 


because it’s warm and 
you're expecting some 
vigorous exercise. You 


on’t carry any emergency 
equipment because you’re 
just going a few miles 
down the road to a game 
area. It’s only about a mile 
square, so you figure that, 
even. if you get turned 
around, you're never more 
than a 15-minute stroll 
from some road. 

No one is home when you 
leave, so you don’t tell 
anyone where you're going 
and when you expect to be 
back, and you don’t think 
to leave a note. 

You're out in the middle 
of the game area, looking 
for a downed bird, when 
the clouds ro}l in, the tem- 
perature drops and it 
begins to snow. You start 
feeling chilly immediately 
and decide to hurry back to 
the car. That’s when you 
step in a hole and twist 
your ankle. About this 
time you discover you're 
uncertain of your direc- 
tions. 

You are in trouble. The 
road is no longer an easy 
15-minute jaunt away. You 
are not dressed for the 
weather, you're getting 
wat, vou have no way to 
signal for help except your 
firearm, and no one knows 
where you are or will know 
to send someone out 
looking for you. You could 
be dead in a few hours. 
What do you do? 

The best advice, from 
Glenn Dudderar, Exten- 
sion wildlife specialist, is to 
avoid getting yourself into 
such a situation. Before 
you go hunting, play the 
game of “what if?” and go 
prepared to cope with 
whatever happens. And be 
sure that someone who 
loves you knows where 
you've gone and when you 
expect to be back. That 
person will not hesitate to 
send someone out to find 
you if he/she thinks you 
might bein trouble. 

Each year hunters die 
because they get Jost and 
either don't know what to 
do or don’t have the emer- 
gency equipment they 
need. 

Dudderar advises wear- 


‘ing layered clothing so you 


can take off or add layers 
as the weather changes. 
Carry matches, some high- 
energy food, a whistle, 
some string, a small flash- 
light and a knife. 

The food wili help you 
get warm if you become 
chilled, and having some- 
thing to eat will help you 


feel better if you get lost. 
Lighting a fire serves a 
-pyschological purpose, too. 
There’s nothing like a cozy 
fire to keep your hopes up. 
It'll also help keep you 


warm and dry. And if you 
throw a few pieces of wet 
wood on a good fire, the 
resulting column of smoke 
should bring you lots of

To the Editor: 

In the process of writing 
this letter I have recalled 
many memories of my 
fourteen years in Grayling. 
Mine was a reluctant move 
from the ‘big city’’, but in 
the years to follow I have 
learned the value of living 
and raising a family in a 
smal] community. It is 
only because this way of 
life, this spirit, this town 
means £o much. to me now 
that I feel I must speak out 
about what is happening to 
the Grayling I’ve come to 
depend upon. 

For four years we have 
been a splintered com- 
munity and we have suf- 
fered the consequences. We 
have lost industry, profes- 
sional people, tourists and 
the trust of our civil ser- 
vants. We are, without 
question, going through a 
painful stage. Our decision 


now is whether this 
depressed community 
spirit, this tendency to 


‘took out for oneself” will 
continue and possibly turn 
our town into a miserable 
place to live: 

I suggest we al! have the 
chance on October 8 to 
take the first of the many 
steps needed to turn this 
downward spiral around. 
Perhaps if we, as a com- 
munity, throw our support 
behind the schools it will 
draw us together enough to 
work as a unit in other 
directions as well. On Oc- 
tober 8th before you vote, 
or don’t take the time to 
vote, ask yourself if Gray- 
ling is as good a place to 
live as it was when you 
moved here. If the answer 
is ‘no’, do something 
positive! : 

Jf you've read this far, 
perhaps you agree with me 
that 1980 could be the be- 
ginning of a better time for 
Grayling. There is, how- 
ever, another decision to be 
made.
